PROMINENT DEMOCRAT DIES. 


Lawrence Gardiner, of Washington, 
Passed Away Yesterday. 
Washington, September i16—Lawrence 
Gardiner, democratic nationil committec- 
man for the District of Columbia, died 

here this morning. 

Mr. Gardiner’s death was due to dropsy, 
the result of kidney troubles, from which 
he had suffered for three years. He was 
bern in Glasgow, Scotland, in 1847. His 
parents came to this country four years 
later. 

His father for a number of years kept 
one of the most popular art galleries in 
Washington, and the son worked at the 
business for some time, but later en- 
gaged in several business enterprises, of 
which the chief was an endowment insur- 
ance society. 

He was well known to democratic poli- 
ticlans, being secretary of the National 
Association cf Clubs, and for several 
terms of the democratic congressional 
committee. He had an excellent ability.

There was no command on the federal 
side that did more fighting in the Dattle 
of Chickamauga thap Wilder's brigade. 

The brigade was in the thickest of the 
fighting around Widow Glenn's house. 
They met the enemy there just as they 
came up and drove them from their guns. 
This was on Sunday morning. When 
the federals fell back to 
brigade captured two guns in front 
Widow Glenn's house at noon on Sunday 
and recovered the battery of Sheridan, 
whose horses were disabled and sup- 
ports gune, and also took some H* pris- 
cners. 

The brigade was never driven back in 
any battle However, at Chickamauga, 
Charies A. Dana, declaring that the fed- 
eral army was completely vanquished, 
ordered the Wilder brigade to retreat. It 
did fall back a little, to Rossville, gath- 
ering everyt! ing—ambulances, camp 
equippages wounded men, etce.—aban- 
doned by Crittenden’s forces and the rest. 
Next day, the battle having ended, 
brigade recrossed the Tennessee at the 
same ford in order to intercept General 
Wheeler, who was annoying th 
army by trying to get In the rear and cut 
off the communications, They 
al skirmishes with him, and 
iim from gaining his purpose. They fol- 
lowed him to Sequaehee valley, Decherd 
and other places, until he retreated into 
Georela.
